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thing of value liable to taxation, they shall add to such 
aggregate valuation of personal property, an amount 
which, in their juigment, will render such aggregate 
valuation a just and equitable valuation of all the per-
sonal property liable to taxation belonging to such 
persons. 

SSCTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, repre,sented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows:

and dollars each, to be numbered from one to twelve, 
and said bonds to be dated severally at such time or 
times as the samt3 shall be issued.
